The 
McNary -Hau gen farm 
relief 
bill was p assed Thu rsd ay I y the hou se 
in ex actly the form ap p rov ed by the 
senate. 
The v ote was 214 to 178 , a 
margin of 30 v otes. 
It now goes d irectly 
to Presid ent 
Coolid ge with congressional op inion 
d iv id ed ov er whether he will v eto the 
measu re or p ermit it to become a law. 
The bill p rop oses creation of a fed ­ 
eral farm board with p ower to lev y 
an eq u alization fee on six basic agri­ 
cu ltu ral commod ities for the p u rp ose 
of controlling su rp lu ses. 
By p assing the measu re, the hou se 
in less than 
1*2 months rev ersed its 
p osition, hav ing by a v ote of 212 to 
107 last sp ring, rejected a bill em­ 
bod y ing the same general p rov isions. 
Two y ears ago it also v oted d own a 
bill by the same name with similar 
p rov isions. 
The senate, by p assing the bill 47 
to 39 last week also rev ersed its p osi­ 
tion, hav ing rejected the eq u alization 
fee p lan last y ear. 
Inclu sion of tobacco and rice and 
the 
elimination 
of cattle as 
basic 
farm commod ities was cred ited gener­ 
ally for the increase in strength mu s­ 
tered by the bill. The basic commod i­ 
ties in the measu re as it goes to the 
p resid ent are swine, wheat, corn, cot­ 
ton, tobacco and rice. 
The hou se Thu rsd ay took u p the 
bill with little ex p ectation of a final 
v ote before 
Frid ay . 
By hold ing 
a 
m ajority on the 
iloor a t all 
times, 
howev er, the McNary -Hau gen su p p ort 
ers k ep t legislativ e machinery p ro­ 
ceed ing at a rap id p ace, and rejected 
one after another the more than 100 
amend ments offered by op p onents. 
Ju st before 
the bill came 
u p for 
final p assage, after nine hou rs con­ 
tinu ou s 
session, Rep resentativ e 
As- 
well, Democrat, Lou isiana, offered his 
relief p rop osal as a su bstitu te, bu t it 
was shelv ed on a roll call v ote, 214 to 
17 5 . 
At the ou tset of Thu rsd ay ’s session 
his bill had been rejected , 100 to 144, 
and then the Cu rtis-Crisp farm meas­ 
u re was tu rned d own, 177 to 15 6 . With 
ou t record v otes two other su bstitu tes 
were d efeated , one a farm d ebentu re 
p lan 
sp onsored 
by 
Rep resentativ e I 
Jones, Democrat, Tex as; the other, of-; 
fered by Rep resentativ e Hill, Rep u b­ 
lican, Mary land , 
was the Cu rtis-As- 
well national commod ity measu re, re­ 
jected last y ear. 
Disp osing of these attemp ted su b­ 
stitu tions, Chairman Hau gen of the 
agricu ltu re committee p ressed his bill 
toward a v ote. 
No d inner recess was 
tak en, altho Rep resentativ es Tilson, 
the 
Rep u blican lead er, p rop osed ad - 
j 
jou mment. 
His motion was d efeated ,! 
198 to 17 0, and read ing of the bill for 
amend ments continu ed into the night.

Chairman Hau gen of the hou se com­ 
mittee and Chairman McNary of the

by the 
p resid ent 
from a list of 36 
names su p p lied 
by 
farm 
organiza­ 
tions. 
Whenev er it ap p eared a su r­ 
p lu s ex isted in any of the basic crop s, 
the board might d eclare an “op erating 
p eriod ,” bu y in the crop u ntil its su r­ 
p lu s 
had d isap p eared , 
and feed the 
su rp lu s into world mark ets. 
The 
measu re p rov id es 
for $25 0,- 
000,000 rev olv ing fu nd for the board ’s 
op erations. Any loss su stained in the 
board ’s activ ities wou ld be assessed 
against the p rod u cers thru imp osition 
of an eq u alization fee. 
The board also wou ld be emp owered 
to mak e loans to coop erativ es with a 
v iew to strengthening them, to su p ­ 
p lement the work of the board .

eral d ecline and an aimless, hop eless d rifting. 
1 he chamber of commerce rep resents, or shou ld 
rep resent, the 
civ ic sp irit of 
the commu nity . 
If 
there is none, then the chamber of commerce is also 
a d ead letter. 
We are now facing a new y ear. 
On one p age 
of the book are p ast ex p eriences. 
The new’ p age 
is clean and read y for record s. 
Shall it be a rep e­ 
tition of p ast p ages, and ad mission of help lessness 
and d efeat, or shall it be filled with record s of 
d etermined effort and achiev ement? 
It s y ou r bu siness, it’s the bu siness of ev ery 
p rop erty owner to su stain the v alu e of his p rop erty 
and p rev ent loss by d ep reciation. 
It is a commu nity task . 
Too many of u s sit 
on the fence and find fau lt with the faithfu l few’. 
Let’s get into the field and p u t a hand to the p low. 
The growth of any commu nity d ep end s u p on 
the su p p ort giv en its citizens. 
If a few’ fail in 
coop eration, the towm either stand s still or it will 
retrograd e. 
Ev ery bod y has a certain amou nt of civ ic p rid e— 
that sort of p rid e which mak es a v illage a town, 
and a town a metrop olitan city . 
If y ou u p hold the 
towm by su staining it wholehearted ly ; y ou not only 
help the commu nity , bu t y ou help y ou rself. 
Div id e y ou r d ollars among y ou r merchants and 
others who hav e the interests of the p op u lace at 
heart. Help them and they will help y ou to greater 
v alu es, for increased v olu me means d ecreased costs. 
Ev ery commu nity 
has a 
limited amou nt of 


money with which to op erate. 
Usu ally it is the 
cap ital of the bank s—no more. 
Div id e y ou r d ollars 
w’ith y ou r neighbors and bu y at home. 
Keep the 
money in circu lation in this commu nity . 
Circlev ille 
need s y ou r su p p ort and y ou need the su p p ort of 
Circlev ille. 
Let’s get together and share w’ith each 
other ou r p rosp erity . 
Before mailing y ou r ord ers ou t of town, ju st 
stop a moment to seriou sly consid er a few p oints. 
First—The citizens of this town mak e ev ery effort 
to secu re ind u stries— p rimarily to giv e emp loy ment 
to ou r p eop le, bu t p rincip ally becau se 
it 
brings 
money into the town from ou tsid e sou rces. 
Second —This emp loy ment and circu lation of the 
money enhances the v alu e of real estate, bu ild s ou r 
chu rches and schools, imp rov es ou r streets, su p p orts 
ou r p u blic institu tions and mak es the towm a more 
d esirable p lace of resid ence. 
Third — Ev ery d ollar brou ght into the towm in 
this manner ad d s to the wealth, comfort and the 
hap p iness of ev ery man in the towm. 


Before mailing that ord er ou t of town, remember 
that ev ery d ollar thu s sp ent is gone forev er. 
Re­ 
member y ou r neighbor will tak e better care of y ou 
than a stranger, becau se it is to his interest to d o 
so. His fu tu re d ep end s on hold ing y ou r confid ence 
and friend ship —and he is right here to mak e good 
any mistak es. 
By sp end ing y ou r money at home, y ou help ou r 
merchants, ou r ind u stries, ou r institu tions; and y ou 
help y ou rself by mak ing greater and better op p or­ 
tu nities for y ou r child ren. 
The d ollar y ou sp end at 
home circu lates at 
home—sp end ing it away from home is bid d ing it 
good by and p ractically nu llifies all efforts to bu ild 
u p the towm. 
While one grou p of loy al citizens are 
try ing to get bu siness and money for the town, y ou 
are d oing the op p osite. 


Don’t mail that ord er u ntil y ou hav e consid ered 
these things—and if y ou are a loy al citizen, y ou 
won’t mail it at all.

| commissioner of internal rev enu e, ac­ 
cord ing to M. L. Seid man, tax ex p ert 
of Seid man & Seid man, certified p u b­ 
lic accou ntants. 
“No charge 
has heretofore 
been 
mad e for these cop ies,” Mr. Seid man 
ex p lained , “ with the resu lt that the in 
come tax 
d ep artment was 
p u t to a 
tremend ou s ex p ense withou t any re­ 
imbu rsement. 
It has, therefore, been 
d ecid ed 
by the 
commissioner 
that 
some charge shou ld fairly be mad e, 
i 
“ The rates will be $1.00 for a cop y 
of the retu rn itself, and 25 cents for a 
cop y of each sched u le going with the 
retu rn. A charge of 25 cents for each 
p age w’ill also be mad e for cop ies of 
rev enu e agents’ rep orts. An ad d itional 
charge of 5 0 cents will be mad e for 
each certification. 
No charge of any 
k ind will be mad e for cop ies req u ired 
for official u se by the fed eral or state 
gov ernments. 
“The p roced u re will be for the com­ 
missioner to notify the p erson entitled 
to receiv e cop ies of the d esired d ocu ­ 
ments, that u p on receip t of the neces­ 
sary remittances, the cop ies will be 
forward ed to him. 
When p ay ment is

fou r times as many in Germany ; three 
times as many in France; in England 
and Wales there are two and a half 
times as many p eop le farm ing a thou 
sand acres as in the United States. 
The 
ex p erience 
of old er 
nations, 
Prcu sscr Falconer ex p lains, su ggests 
i . u t o increase in y ield s abov e a 
certain p oint is obtained only with a 
large ex p end itu re 
of labor 
on each 
u nit of land and p rod u ction. 
Horse labor is u sed sp aringly on the 
small p easant farms of Eu rop e. They 
hav e ap p rox imately one horse or mu le 
to two work ers. 
The American sy s­ 
tem of farm ing is based on u tilizing 
a large amou nt of p ower for each agri 
cu ltu ral work er. 
Here there are two 
horses or mu les to each agricu ltu ral 
work er. 
The p resent ratio of p ower 
to hu man labor is abou t fou r times as
